"My, you're getting along fine!" 
says the Captain cheerily. 

"Yes, sir, I'll be out a bit one of 
these days; won't that be ripping'' 

"You've got a lot to thank God 
for, eh, sonny?" 

"Yes, sir, and I do thank Him." 

Going from one to the other the 
Captain asks various questions 
"Heard from home lately?" "How 
are the wife and babies keeping*' 
"Is everything comfortable here"'' 
"What does the doctor think of 
you?" "How are the old folks do- 
ing?" Hands dive into lockers lo 
fish out the latest letters, pholoa, 
newspapers, and the like from home, 
with such remarks as "Read t^ii.. 
letter, Captain," "Look at th 
photo, sir: been taken since I !• ft 
home; ain't they a honny lot?" 

One produces a photo of his baby, 
born since his arrival in this coun- 
try.

At the commtiiccnicnt of the war 
a certain ofTicer in the Canadian 
Army Medical Corps went to ibe 
front with Ibe -lur^t Expeditionary 
I'oree, leaving his wife and children 
with triend^i at his home in a far 
\Vcstcrii Canadian town. After 
some time had elapsed, the oniccr 
expressed a wish that his wife and 
family go to England, and they were 
on [he point of doing so when the 
"Lusitania" was sunk, and the wife 
wrote her husband lo the i^fTcct that 
she would leavt; one child (age 
three) willi friends in Canada, no 
that. En the event' of thii vessel she 
travelled on being sunk and herself 
and the other child drowned, hi.' 
-tv-OUld Still have One child left to 
console bini. 

This arrangement was carried out 
and the olheer's wife and child ar- 
rived safely in England. In llie 
meantime the ofliccr returned from 
the fron[, and they Jiiisscd their 
little girl so much that they began 
to make plans to get her to Kiigljuid, 
Ilut c^tpcricnced great diillciilty, for 
they could not find ijnyonc (o un- 
dertake Ihe rijspoiisibilily of escort- 
ing Lhijir child. 

In their extremity thev were re- 
commended to approach The Army, 
which thev did, and explained the 
case to Conimissioiier Lamb (Inter- 
national Ki!crelary), who also lus 
the oversight of the Emigration ai'id 
Traimpo nation operations of The 
Army.

Tlic tele- 
gram reached hiin in time, and he 
decided to leave the train at pne of 
the junction.-! and await tlic train 
convt'viiig his child East, On arriv- 
al of the train at the Junclion re- 
ferred to, he was able to locate our 
Ofbcer, made known his identity, 
and decided to take over his daugh- 
ter then and there.
